According to the Register, two 
former U.S. Marines, Everett 
Henson Jr. of Sacramento 
Calif., and Billy Burks, now 
living in Texas, found the re- 
mains of two bodies on the 
island in 1944. 

When they asked a supervis- 
ing officer “What are we looking 
for,” the newspaper said, he 
replied, “Have you ever heard 
of Amelia Earhart?” 
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
